A Two-Union System 
xrECESSITY explains the unity program 
i> worked out by the A.F.L. and the C.I.O. 
Both are interested in politics. Therefore, they 
will work together for political candidates 
willing to take orders from them. 


But that is not labor union unity. It is labor 


union expediency. It is'like the so-called bi- 
partisan foreign policy. And the resemblance 
is striking. 


The bipartisan foreign policy creates the 


appearance of a solid front. But it retains the 
great advantage of a two-party system, It 
keeps one outfit from running the 'Whole show, 
B«d possibly running the country into the 
ground through unchallenged blunders. 


Although the atmosphere in labor union af- 


fairs has been changing since the early days 
of the C.I.O. represented a revolt against some 
of the policies of the A.F.L. It gave the A.P.L 
something to think about. As the C.I.O, gets 
older and runs into problems it can't always 
solve, the A.F.L. gives the C.I.O. something 
to think about. If it weren't for this division 
in labor unions, millions of Americans would 
have no hope of choice in this field of affairs. 


The A.P.L., the C.I.O. and some of the in- 


dependent unions may get together on an ex- 
pedient basis to try to pull some fat out of the 
fire in politics this .year. But circumstances 
ere pushing them farther apart in most other 
respects. A one-union labor movement would 
be completely out of step with the spirit of the 
United States, dwelling place of competition.

They 
are firm believers in the credo of 
getting yours first and letting the 
devil take the hindmost. As far 
as they are concerned, they are 
doing no m&re or less than show- 


Ing, strong initiative in taking 
care of themselves. It never 
dawned on them that the United 
States was founded on another 
kind of basis. 


More than the me-firsten are 


concerned. Also concerned—deep- 
ly—are the people called on In a 
tough time to put themselves sec- 
ond, not first. That include* not 
only the men.who may lose their 
lives in defense of the rights of 
others. It includes, among others, 
their wives and dependents, who 
shouldn't have to scramble for 
anythirig in competition with 
grabbers. 
. During World War II, the only 
thing any inmate of the Twillery 
got that wasn't coming to him 
under existing rules and regula- 
tions was shoes.

About 
this there is light in a book pub- 
lished last week, Behind Closed 
Doors, by retired Rear Admiral 
Ellis M.Zacharias. 


The author's background Is sug- 


gested by the fact that during the 
war he served for some time as 
deputy director of naval Intelli- 
gence. The present book includes 
recent Information acquired by 
Admiral Zacharias in his personal 
capacity. One chapter is an ac- 
count of a meeting of the polit- 
buro in the Kremlin Jan. 28, 1949. 
The account was given Admiral 
Zacharias by a "special officer 
courier" who was present, became 
shocked and later escaped from 
Russia. This polltburo meeting 
was the final one of a series which 
discuued and came to conclusions 
about what amounted to a blue- 
print or timetable. 


IN ADDITION to th* in«ld« ac- 


count of the politburo meeting, 
Admiral Zacharias' book includes 
s i m i l a r accounts of positions 
taken by Premier Stalin and other 
inside information from various 
so.urces. 


Though the sources do not al- 


ways -agree on all points, some 
important net inference! are 
strongly tenable. One is that Rus- 
sia does not intend to make direct 
and overt war on the United 
States at this time or in the near 
future.

The prediction of the Russian 


economic experts, and the plan of 
Premier Stalin based on it, were 
as of early 1949, before Korea. 
Regardless of the effect of Korea 
and its' consequences on the 
American economy, expectation 
of the break-up of the American 
economic system is a permanent 
tenet of the Communist ideology. 


Likewise permanent is the de- 


termination of communism that i 


capitalism .muit be destroyed 
throughout the world, especially 
in the United Statei at the lead- 
ing country practicing that eco- 
nomic system. This muit be un- 
derstood in every calculation of 
Americans about the future. 


WHILE THE Rusilan plan as of 


early 1949 did not contemplate 
making early direct war on the 
United States, it did contemplate 
a serie* of aggressions in various 
parts of the world, comparable to 
the one in Korea. 


It contemplated also extension 


of poisession or influence by force 
or threat of force to point* re- 
garded by the Russians si deiira- 
ble to dominate, Including the 
Dardanelles, Trieste and territory 
in central and northern Europe. 
And the Russian plan a* of early 
1949 by no means foreclosed di- 
rect war on the United State*. 
The plan contemplated war on us 
if and,when desirable, perhap* 
during and In order to promote 
the economic cataclysm it antici- 
pated in the United State*. 


An over-all deduction from the 


Russian "military estimate" of 
949 and the corresponding "eco- 
nomic estimate" i* that the United 
States faces a double need. To 
preserve our economic *ystem i* 
s Important as to build up our 
military strength.

AN AMERICAN retreat is a

hope I don't have to see 
more. 


In four 


many 


major campaigns in 


World War II, I watched British 
and. American forces rolling to- 
ward victory. 


In the western desert of Africa 


it was Rommel in retreat. Then 
on Sicily, General George S. Pat- 
ton's Third Army rolled the Ger- 
mans and Italians back to Mes- 
sina. 


In Italy it was always an ad- 


vance. And in the European in- 
vasion I saw only victorious 
drives by the Americans. 


Now I've seen Americans In 


defeat. And I'm proud of them, 
even if they were licked in the 
I 


battle of Yongdong. 


They came out of that fight 


with their tails up and they came 
out like men. 


Down the hillsides and down 


'the green valley they came, with 
brown masks of dust on their 
sweating faces. They swung down 
the road in marching columns and 
in small groups, looking for their 
units. 


They came out in jeeps and 


trucks. They came out in ambu- 
lances with their bandages blood- 
red.

What President Truman will do 
about political campaigning this 
fall still is undetermined. 


Presidential Secretary Charles 


G. Ross told reporters yesterday:

celed."

Such insurance also is available
